But children, who are to be placed in ſubordinate.

which might mix with their rel:gious and nroral 
inſtruction, ſuch principles of uſefui learning, as 
would be preparatory, to their particular occupati- 
ons. And of ſuch children thoſe are the chief ſuf.

unneceſſary here to enter into a defence of them, 
after the learned advocates and patrons which 
they have found. Inſtead of a defence of their 
utility, I beg leave to offer for their uſe and con- 
venience, this ſecond edition of a Spelling-Book, 
which it has been my endeavour to improve by 


many alterations and additions. 
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Since the publication of the firſt edition I have 
met with ſeveral other fpelling-books, which, as. 
well as that of the pious and excellent Mr. Raikes, 
are confined to leſſons of religious inſtruction, and 
conſiſt in great meaſure of paſſages collected from 
Scripture ; amon which the Child's Firſt Book®. 
ſeems to deſerve the preference. But the common 
cauſe of religious education, and not the defire 
of detracting from the merits. of other ſpelling- 
books, obliges me to add, that they all appear to 
me liable to the objections which render Mr. 
Raikes's book ff not ſufficiently adapted to chil- 
dren, nor to the expreſs purpoſe of Sunday Schools. 
For the attention of Children is not enough directed 
to the duty of the Lord's day; the paſſages from 
Scripture are taken without ſelection, and thrown 
together without arrangement; they contain too 
much of what is unintelligible to a Child, and 
not enough of the eſſential heads of Chriſtian fa th 
and morality, to ſerve as introductions, Which 
they ought to be, to the reading of the New 
Teſtament: f they contain too many figurative 
and oriental expreſſions; too many other words 
remote from common uſe : and, what is of. the 
greateſt conſequence, they. abound in expreſſions

But 
to ſecure the good effects of theſe inſtitutions, 
the beſt regulations will be neceſſar n.. 
Time and experience alone can determine

Allowing ten 
ſhillings for twenty ſpelling-books, and thirty ſhallings for 
rewards of books, &c. the whole neceſſary expence for one 
maſter or miſtreſs, and twenty children, will not exceed four 


-pounds twelve ſhillings. Should the ſcholars amount to thirty, 


the weeicly allowance may be encreaſed to eighteen pence, which 
will adi twenty-fix ſhillings to the annuay expence. ; 

A pariſh may make a conſiderabie ſaving in the books, by 
ſubſcribing a guinea out of the ſchool fund, in the name ot 
the Minifter, to the London Society for promoting Chriſtian 


Knowledge. | 
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
